e Recruitment, Training and Support (RTS) will recruit foster homes in targeted areas so that there are placement resources available in
the neighborhoods where children are removed from

e Assessment of relatives and Non-Relative Extended Family Members for placement by the Home Assessment Unit

e Utilizing the Team Decision Making (TDM) process, when it is in the child's best interest, to make placements near the neighborhood
that the child comes from and is familiar with.

e Recognize that placement with a relative outside of the neighborhood may be the optimal placement for some children
